PARIS, Oct. 8, 3:15 p. m.—The following announcement was 
made in Paris this afternoon: . 

“(1 On our left wing, in the region of the Department of the 
Nord, the enemy has made progress at no point. At certain points 
he has moved back, particularly.to the north of Arras, where the 
fighting is developing under conditions.favorable for us . The op- 
erations of the opposing forces of cavalry are developing at the 
present time almost as far as the seacoast on the north. 

‘‘Between the Somme and the Oise in the viciniy of Roye, 
the, enemy is still‘in force, but we have retaken the major part 
of the positions we were obliged to give up. 

“To? the north of the Aisne, the numerical strength of the 
German troops seems to have diminished. 

‘*2. On the center between Rheims and the Meuse, there is 
nothing to report. On the heights of the Meuse, between Ver- 
duo and St. Mihiel, the enemy has drawn back to the north of 
Hattonchatel. He still holds St. Mihiel and some positions ‘tc 
te north of St. Mihiel on the right bank of the Meuse. 

‘*In the Woevre district the violent attacks delivered by te 
enemy to.the west of Apremont have failed. 

**On our right wing, Lorraine and the Vosges, there has been 
no change.’’ 

The official communication issued by the War Department 
last might says: 

“Except on the two wings, where the German attacks have 
been repulsed; there has been nearly complete calm along the 
front. 

“On our left wing the German cavalry has been held in 
cheek; te the north of Lille it has been driven back.

**On the center we have made an advance on certain points. 

“There is nothing to report on our right wing.”’

LONDON, Oct. 8, 10:30 a. m.—All 
eves today are turned to Antwerp, 
whose fate is regarded here as im- 
portant out of all proportion to the 
numbers of men engaged in its at- 
‘tack and defense. Germany must 
not only keep an open door into 
France, it is argued here, but she 
must be prepared to close the back 
door to Essen, a most important 
German military center, jn case the 
long and stubborn fight of Gen. Von 
Kluck, the commander of the Ger- 
man right wing, ends in disaster. 

According to forma! notification 
sent into Antwerp by the German 
commander, the active bombardment 
of the city’ is now under way.

Press Has More Freedom in 
Russia Than in England 


LONDON, Oct. 8—In a comparison of 
the censorship, as it is being applied In 
England and Russia, the Times’ military 
correspondent says: 

“We are able to discuss the campaign 
in the West with far less freedom than 
our Russian contemporaries.

dropped bombs, destroying seven houses and killing a score of people. \

Siege of Antwerp as Pictured 
From Within City; King a Hero 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—The Antwerp corre- 


spondent of the Associated Press, who 
munaged to leave Antwerp after a week 


of the closest survey of the battlefield, 
telegraphed from The Hague, under 
date of Monday afternoon, as follows: 

“This is the sixth day of the siege of 
Afitwerp, and the Belgian army is fight- 
ing with reckless courage. The Govern- 
mietit officers openly declared they ex- 
pécted a bombardment of the city by 
the middle of the week, but they were 
resolved to resist to the last, though 
they feared this meant the destruction of 
the ‘greater part of the oity. 

“As a precaution, the boilers of all the 
German ships in Antwerp have. been 
exploded, so as to prevent the use of the 
Scheldt and Antwerp as a German base. 
The detonation of the bursting boilers, 
resdunding through the city, set the ex- 
éited Sunday crowd very near to a 
panic. 

Refug govdtenes, = For. 
. “phe come” general are orderly, 
however, and are keeping up a cheerful 
demeanor. They are taking care of the 
endiess stream of refugees coming !n 
from fourscore of Villages, located be- 
tween Antwerp and the forts. 
“The siege of Antwerp started Sept. 28 
with a fierce bombardment of the town 
of. Malines, where the ancient church 
was severely damaged. Next day the 
town of Lierre was bombarded and here, 
too, the church was destroyed. In this 
attack, seven citizens were killed and 
three were wounded. The town was 
hastily evacuated by the population, but 
In the evening the Belgian infantry ar- 
rived, entrenched itself, and at last ac- 
counts still held the city. 

“The next day the village of Duffel 
was bombarded, and here the tall fac- 
tory chimneys offered an excellent tar- 

. The population fled to Antwerp, 
_ léaving behind several dead and wound- 
ed: 
. “Antwerp is defended by a circle of 


King Active in Fight 
fortifications, of which the most im- 


portant are behind the rivers Nethe, 
Ruppel and the Scheldt. The Germans 
evidently decided to force their way 
through this section, because after tak- 
ing Duffel they attacked this semi-circle 
of forts with their heavy artillery. The 
retreating Belgian army destroyed the 
bridges across the Nethe. 

“The Germans spent Saturday trying 
to ford the Nethe, under cover of the 
terrific artillery fire. 

“King Albert, the equal of any soldier 
tn his devotion to duty, dally exposes 


himself to personal danger. The Queen 
is devoting her time to the hospitals. 

‘‘Most wonderful, however, is the pa- 
tient, unfaltering courage of the aver- 
age Belgian soldier, who has now been 
fighting for nine weeks. Tired, with 
hollow eyes, unkempt, unwashed and 
provided with hasty, thought ample 
meals, he is spending most of the time 
in the trenches. 


Anxiety for Famous Tower. 
“He never complains, but remains 


steady under the terrible fire and offers 
his life freely in his country’s struggle 
to maintain her independence. 

“Antwerp feels the greatest fear that 
the magnificent church tower of Our 
Lady (the Cathedral tower, 404 feet 
high) will be the target of the bombard- 
ment and it was proposed to house Ger- 
man prisoners inside as a protection for 
the ancient building. 

English and French Colonies Leave 
Antwerp on Last Boats. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. from ‘Ostend 
says that Monday King Albert of Bel- 
gium began a thorough inspection of 
the defensive works of Antwerp. He 
remained 24 hours in one of the prin- 

cipal forts. 

The Times correspondent in Antwerp, 
telegraphing under date of Tuesday 
night, says: 

“At 4 o’clock this morning the Ger- 
mans succeeded in making. good their 
footing on the north side of the River 
Nethe. Thrice during the night small 
detachments had got across and were 
driven back or wiped out. 

“Two thousand Germans were on this 
side of the river, I believe by 6 o'clock 
this morning, and since then they have 
by all accounts been coming in num- 
bers. Antwerp will now have to sub- 
mit to a bombardment or perhaps a 
siege. 

“Two boats leave in the early morn- 
ing with the last of the English and 
French colonies, and with both of the 
Consuls General on board. The consuls 
are going, since their usefulness is ab- 
solutely at an end. The Burgomaster 
has issucd notice that no restriction will 
be placed on the departure of the civil- 
ian population, and great numbers of 
people will probably go tonight or to- 
morrow, while the roads to Ghent and 
Holland are still open. 

“Presumably the boats mentioned will 
be the last to leave, so Antwerp is put- 
ting its house in order: We still cling 


to the hope that the enemy may yet be 
driven back across the river tonight or 
tomorrow.”’

desultory firing across the river, it con- 
sisted of artillery practice. 

“Again the enemy concentrated his 
attention on the Belgian position at 
Schoonaerde, where the only remaining 
bridge not under the shelter of the 
Antwerp forts is a tempting bait, but 
he never approached within infantry 
striking distance. This is in spite of 
a continuous bombardment with the 
idea of silencing the Belgian batteries, 
and of shelling the infantry from their 
trenches, which were within range of 
the river bank. 

“During the day the Belgian gunners 
devoted several rounds to shelling the 
Germans out of the town of Schoon- 
aerde. They took aim at the German 
factory in the town and, quickly getting 
the range, showered shells over the 
building, which was set on fire and de- 
stroyed.’’ 

King Albert Remains. 

A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
co. from Antwerp stat& that King a'- 
bert remains in the city during the 
bombardment. The Military Governor- 
General, De Guise, has posted a procla- 
mation recommending that the inhabit- 
ants make their cellers habitable, and 
take precautions against the falling of 
shells and the outbreak of fires. 


The correspondent of the Telegraph 
in Belgium, under date of Monday, sends 
a description of the fighting at Schoon- 
aerde. He says: 

“The German attack _on _the Belgian 


front near Schoonaerde began Sunday 
afternoon, while their line extended 
from a little east of Termonde to a 
point beyond Schoonaerde. It centered 
in a desperate attack to cross a river 
over the bridge which the over-confident 
Belgians had left standing at Schoon- 
aerde. 

“When the Germans opened fire with 
their heavy artillery the Belgians were 
astonished at the accuracy with which 
they found the range of the Belgian 
trenches. Later it was found that Ger- 
man spies had been all through the dis- 
trict on previous days, mapping the 
exact location of all of Belgium’s de- 
fenses.”’

Some of this ground was so swamped 
that the Belgians waded in water up 
to their waists. 

Stood Under Heavy Fire. 

“The battle lasted through Mon- 
day. Mainly it was a duel between 
field artillery and mitrailleuses. 
There was one position held by the 
Belgians from which they did not 
move, although the artillery mowed 
them down mercilessly. The engage- 
ment,at this point finally ended in 
complete success for the Belgians. 

“Near Termonde the fighting was 
just as flerce. The Belgians had 
four batteries of fleld guns here, 
which succeeded in destroying the 
locks of the river, thus flooding a 
portion of the river and blocking the 
Germans. Later they engaged in a 
hot duel with the German artillery. 
Two of the Belgian batteries were 
destroyed early in the action, and 
all the men serving them were 
killed. Not until the last of the re- 
maining guns were put out of action 
did the Belgians withdraw. ”

Germans Break Through Allies’ Line 
but Are Repulsed With Great Loss 


ON THE BATTLE FRONT, Oct. 7, 
via Paris, Oct. 8.—The fiercest fight- 
ing which has marked the conflict in 
the French theater of war has taken 
place since Monday on the western 
wing of the allied armies. New forces 
of German cavalry and infantry which 
have appeared in front of the allies’ 
lines have used every resource and 
every effort to attain success. They 
have thrown themselves again and 
again at the French and British, who 
have brought equally strong bodies 
of troops forward to oppose them. 

The battle is no longer one of ma- 
chine-like strategy of two armies, 
but a contest centering in the pow- 
ers of endurance of two bodies of 
human beings, each as determined as 
the other not to give up the struggle 
before victory is achieved. Here and 
there the lines have faltered one way 
or the other under the shock, but 
again have tightened up and become 
firm. 


At one point the German cavalry 
even succeeded in breaking through 
the allied lines at a place which must 
remain undisclosed, but not in suffi- 
cient strength to make their feat of 
appreciable importance. The retire- 
ment of the allies was, however, full; 
in accordance with the plans of the 
general staff. The breach in the line 
was at an actute angle and the Ger- 
mans were placed in a very precari- 
ous position, from which they were 
ousted with great loss later in the 


All through last night and today the 
fight proceeded, continuing until this 
evening, when a period of calm set in. 

Never, perhaps, in military annals 
have so many men come to close grips 
with cold steel and kept up the struggle 
so long. On both sides many remark- 
able instances have been recorded of 
daring bravery, and the French and 
British troops, who themselves showed 
unparalleled coolness and courage with- 
out exception, when the fury of the bat- 
tle died down. expressed admiration for

In an abandoned German trench op- 
posite the English lines, unvisited since 
Sept. 15, was found today a German 
regimental! flag beneath a great heap of 
dead. The emblem was taken to the 
headquarters of the British Field Mar- 
shal, Sir John French. 

It is generally expected that tomor- 
row (Thursday) the fighting on the 
western wing will have extended to 
Belgian soil, as the cavalry of both 
armies is operating with incredible 
swiftness.

AROSLAU fell about Sept. 21. In 
J the next few days the world 
heard of the steady progress of 
the Russian advance in  Gali- 
cia toward Cracow. A week 
ago, it was before Tarnow, 
about which city and behind the 
Donajec River the Austrians stood 
in intrenchments, 50 miles east of 
Cracow. Despite early reports that 
Cossacks had reached Cracow, it is 
now clear that at Tarnow the Aus- 
trian lines are still holding, that the 
Russian army of Galicia has been 
brought to a full stop, while Przem- 
ysl, in its rear, remaing untaken; in- 
deed, Russian reports concede this. 

Meantime, the northern field of 
Russian operations has become the 
more important. fFiere, in the early 
days of the war, an unexpectedly 
prompt and terrific drive of the Rus- 
sians swept East Prussia nearly to 
the Vistula. While German troops 
were entering Northern’ France, 
Russian forces were sweeping west, 
had invested Koenigsberg, captured 
Allenstein, and spread terror and 
panic over a territory as consider- 
able as Belgium. 

It was at this point that Germany 
was compelled to make a change in 
her plans, which English and French 
critics have steadily held was fatal. 
From her armies in France, still far 
from Paris and not yet successful in 
crushing the allied armies, she took 
several army corps, hurried them 
east and on Sept. 1 fell upon the 
Russians south of Allenstein, and 
routed them in the great battle of 
Tannenberg, the most considerable 
German victory of the war. 

Cleared East Prussia. 

F‘rom Sept. 1 to Oct. 1, the roles in 
the north wers reversed, and the 
Russians were with great rapidity 
driven from East Prussia. While 
Galicia was being conquered, it was 
plain Germany was making a terrific 
effort to relieve the pressure upon 
Austria by offensive operations in 
the north... Before the end of Sep- 
tember, all Russian troops had been 
expelled from East Prussia and Ger- 
many was driving east in Russia 
toward the Niemen. 

To meet this drive the Russians 
might have slackened their advance 
in the south. This was the ob- 
vious German purpose. But in- 
stead they fell back until they stood 
behind the Niemen from Kovno to 
Grodno. Could the Germans force 
this line, they would have been able 
to cut the Petrograd-Vilna-Warsaw 
Railroad, and practically to isolate 
Russian troops in Poland—that is, 
the Russian center. 

But about the Niemen, the Rus- 
sians under Rennenkampf adopted 
the tactics of the French and Brit- 
ish at the Marne. After a success- 
ful stand, they suddenly took the 
offensive, drove the Germans west 
through the difficult and marshy 
country of the Suwalki province and 
unm'@#akably defeated them in a 
series of conflicts, ended about Oct. 
3, which bear the name of the Bat- 
tle of Augustowo. Any doubt as to 
this Russian success was removed 
when German official statements 
placed the German army back on 
the East Prussian frontier, while 
claiming that the Russian advance 
had been “checked.’’ 

Russians Gain Time. 

Two similar movements on the 
north, then, had resulted in precisely 
the same situation. The Germans had 
repulsed a Russian offensive in Bast 
Prussia. The Russians had driven a 
German advance out of Suwalki, but 
the solid gain was with the Russians, 
who had been able, while holding the 
Germans on the north, to carry their 
Galician campaign to the Donajec 
and threaten Cracow. 

So far nothing had deevioped of 


real importance in the center. that is 
along the Russgan front standing be- 
fore Warsaw, save only that a Rus- 
sian official statement nonchalantly 
referred, one day early in the week, 
to fighting near Warsaw. This clear- 
ly indicated that in addition to an 
offensive in East Prussia and Suwal- 
ki, the Germans had been driving 
east from Posen and Breslau, at 
Warsaw, had moved by Lodz, half 
way through Russian Poland, had 
been checked about Warsaw, and had 
retired toward Kielce, on the Silesian 
frontier. 

As it now appears, the situation in 
the East is this: On the nérth and 
at the frontier of East Prussia, Ger- 
man armies are deadlocked, the Ger- 
mans having checked their own re- 
treat from the Niemen after defeat. 
The Russian task here is now to re- 
gain the territory lost in September, 
and flow through East Prussia to 
the Vistula, between Danzig and 
Thorn. 

In the center before Warsaw, the 
center of the Russian army is still 
far in Russian territory. Its objec- 
tive is Berlin, some 300 miles west, 
but its immediate goal is the front 
between Thorn, Posen and Breslau, 
before which, and on Russian terri- 
tory, an Austro-German army is 
Standing, east of Kalisez and now 
presumably west of Lodz, near the 
Warta. Finally on the south, be- 
tween Radom, south of Warsaw and 
the Carpathians below Tarnow, the 
Russian army which has swept Ga- 
licia, is trying to break down the 
Austrian lines along the Donajec 
River, and has checked a counter of- 
fensive of the Austro-German forces 
north of the Vistula. 

The simplest way to grasp the 
Russian operation is to think of the 
whole Russian mass as a single 
army moving west toward Berlin, 
with one flank in the Baltic, the 
other in the Carpathians, the center 
before Warsaw. Not until the north- 
ern flank reaches the Vistula, un- 
tile the center reaches the German 
frontier between Thorn and Breslau 
and until the southern flank reaches 
the German frontier south of Bres- 
lau and north of Cracow, can the 
march to Berlin begin. 

As it stands, the Russians have 
made no recent progress in the 
north and in the center, since ‘they 
are still on Russian territory. At 
the south they have moved their 
flank far west, almost to Cracow, 
but are, now at a standstill. Until 
they can reach Cracow and Breslau, 
defeating German and Austrian 
forces on their front, their advance 
will be no real menace to Germany. 

Russia Fully Mobiliced. 

What is now to be expected is a 
series of battles from Cracow to 
Posen, which shall decide whether 
Russia, now fully mobilized, can in- 
vade Germany. Unless Rudgsia wins 
these battles, her movement to Ber- 
lin will be definiiely halted. But if 
her center and southern armies are 
victorious, German retreat from 
East Prussia will be inevitable. 

The truth ts, then, that the Rus- 
sian campaign, so far pushed with 
successes in the preliminary opera- 
tions, is reaching a crisis. On the 
issue of the next fortnight the fate 
of German operations alike in the 
east and the west may be defined. 
For if Germany loses in the Fast, 
she will almost immediately have 
to shorten sail in the west, leave 
the Aisne and abandon the hope of 
resuming the ffensive. On the 
other hand, if she can defeat Russia, 
she can draw on her eastern armies 
for new troops to ald in the march 
on Paris. As for Hungarian opera- 
tions, they can hardly be regarded 
as more than Cossack raids.

By the treaty of April 19, 1839, Prus- 
sia, France, England, Austria and Rus- 
sia declared themselves guarantors of 
the treaty concluded on the same day 
between the King of the Beigians and 
the King of the Netherlands. This 
treaty provides: 

“Belgium forms an independent state 
of perpetual neutrality.’’ 

That is to say, Belgium was forbid- 
den, in case of war, to take the part 
of any of the belligerents. 


Has Fulfilled Duty. 

Since then, Belgium has fulfilled all 
her neutrality obligations; she has act- 
ed in a spirit of meticulous impartial- 
ity. She has left nothing undone to 
maintain and make respected her neu- 
trality. Germany's obligation to Tre- 
spect Beigian neutrality was even more 
emphatically affirmed by one of Ger- 
many’s greatest men, by the creator of 
the empire. Prince, then Count, Bis- 
marck, wrote in a letter to Baron 
Nothomb, Belgian Minister in Berlin, on 
July 22, 1870, as follows: 

in confirmation of my verbal assur- 
ances, I have the honor to give in 
writing a declaration which, in view 
of the treaties in force, is quité su- 
perfluous, that the Confederation of 
the North and its allies will respect 
the neutrality of Belgium, on the un- 
derstanding, of course, that it is re- 

spected by the other belligerents. 
VON BISMARCK. 

On Aug. ® last, in the course of the 

day. the German Minister in Brussels, 
M. de Below Saleske, gave an interview 
to the reporters of the newspaper Le 
Soir and declared to them that Belgium 
had nothing to fear from Germany. Hs 
went so far as to employ this expres- 
“You see, perhaps, your

Belgian Government: 
German Government has re- 
ceived unimpeachable news to the 
effect that the French torces have 
the intention of marching on the 
Meuse by Givet and Namur. This 
news leaves no doubt as to the in- 
tention of France to march upon 
Germany from Belgian territory. 

The Imperial Government of Ger- 
many cannot help fearing that Bel- 
gium, in spite of the best of inten- 
tions, will not be in a position to re- 
pulse without help an incursion by 
the French of such great magnitude. 
In this case it is sufficiently certain 
that Germany is seriously threatened. 
It is the urgent business of Germany 
to forestall this attack on the part 
of the enemy. The German Govern- 
ment would be filled with lively re- 
eret if Belgium were to regard as an 
act of hostility against her the fact 
that her precautionary measures 
oblige her to violate on her side, Bel- 
territory. 

Germany Sends Note. 

In order to avoid the possibility of 
niisunderstanding, the German Govern- 
ment made the following comment: 

| Germany contemplates no act of 
hostility toward Belgium. If Bel- 
gium consents to assume, in the War 
which is about to commence, the at- 
titude of friendly neutrality towards 
Germany, the German Government, 
on its side, engages when peace is 
restored. to guarantee the integrity 
of the kingdom and its possessions. 

* Germany engages herself, on the 
aforesaid conditions, to evacuate 
Belgian territory as soon as peace 
is concluded. 

* If Belgium observes a friendly 
attitude, Germany.is ready, in co- 
operation with the authorities of the 
Government of Belgium, to buy for 
eash everything that is necessary for 
her troops, and to pay indemnities 
for damage done in Belgium, but if

ESTATE OPPOSED 


Festus J. Wade Says Man Un- 
familiar With Affairs Might 
Readily Lose $2,000,000. 


Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
ecantile Trust Co., testified before Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp at a hearing in 
chambers yesterday afternoon on the 
application of relatives of the late James 
Campbell to remove the Mercantile 
Trust as executor of Campbell's $16,000,- 
000 estate and appoint an administrator 
to serve pending the outcome of a suit 
to break the will. The Mercantile. Trust 
is executor under the will and is one of 
the defendants in the suit. 

According to Wade, it would endanger 
the value of the estate to put someone 
not familiar with its affairs in charge. 
An administrator pendente lite might 
lose $2,000,000 in a short time for the 
Campbell heirs through improper hand- 


= ijling of the estate's securities, Wade said. 


In his judgment, the estate should be 
left in the bands of the Mercantile Trust, 
whose officers, being thoroughly con- 
versant* with Campbell's affairs, are 
capable of taking good care of the as- 
sets. 

Wade suggested that if the Court 
found the law makes it mandatory to 


* * 
4 jappoint a temporary administrator that 


he himself be appointed. ‘‘I will serve 
without 1 cent of expense to the estate, ’ 
he added. 


Contends Wade Isn't Eligible. 

L. Frank Ottofy, attorney represent- 
ing the plaintiffs, asked Wade if he was 
not interested in the estate through 
being one of the owners of the Mercan- 
tile Trust. ‘I own about 500 of 30,000 
shares in the Mercantile,”’ the witness 
answered. 

Ottofy contended that under the cir- 
cumstances Wade would not be eligible 
to serve as administrator. He wanted 
to know why the Mercantile Trust, as 
executor, had not asked the Probate 
Court for advice in certain matters per- 
taining to the administration of the es- 
tate since Campbell's death. Wade an- 
swered it had not been necessary to 
get advice. 

In this connection. the witness. took 
occasion to say he never supposed any- 
one would bring a suit against Camp- 
bell’s will. He then declared that Mrs. 
Campbell, Mrs. Lois Burkham and the 
other defendants would demand that the 
will case be given an early setting in 
the Circuit Court and they would be 
ready for trial. ‘‘And without doubt we 
will beat the case,’’ he added. 

To this Ottofy responded with a smile. 

Judge Holtcamp told the witness that 
the Gourt could not assume the plain- 
tiffs would lose. 

Wade spoke of certain impaired assets 
of the estate which would not be worth 
a copper if put in the hands of an in- 
experienced person. One is a gold mine

President Wilson has not looked with 
favor upon the Henry bill, and hopes 
that Congress will defer further action 
for the relief of the cotton growers un- 
til the St. Louis plan 1s carefully con- 
sidered. 

President Wilson, in giving his views 
to a North Carolina delegation, said the 
problem was one to be solved, not out 
of the heart, but with the head, and 
that, in finding a solution, there should 
be no undue disturbance of the fabric 
of the currency system, in the mainten- 
ance of which farmers were as deeply 
interested as any other citizens. 

The President pointed out that the 
basic trouble was the diminished de- 
mand abroad for American cotton, 
caused by the Furopean war.

“TOOEATHIN HOME 


Joseph Winkler, an Amateur

THREE IN FAMILY CUT 
BY THIEF WITH RAZOR 


Mrs. Winkler Wounded on 
Right Hand in Protecting

WOMAN IS HELD 


The Rev. Nicola Casu Wounded 
in House Where He Seeks 
Refuge. 


The police of the Carr street sta- 
tion received a telephone message at 
7 o’clock this morning that the Rev. 
Father Nicola Casu, assistant to the 
Rev. Father Caesar Spigardi, pastor 
of the Church of Our Lady Help of 
Christians, on Wash street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh streets, had been 
shot on his way to the church to say 
mass. 

At the church the police found 
Father Casu suffering from two bul- 
let wounds in the shoulder and hand, 
and a bruise on his head. He told the 
police that he had been shot in ap 
alley near the church. 

A few minutes later they arrested 
Natalie DeMosure, who lives-on the 
second floor in the rear of 1019 
Franklin avenue, which overlooks an 
alley leading to another alley which 
runs alongside the church. She had 
a bloody handkerchief and the floor 
and wall of one of the two rooms she 
occupied were spattered with blood. 
Says Man Did Shooting, 
She told the police that the priest 
had been shot in the room by John 
Pensichi, with whom she said she 
had been living for 13 years. 
The woman, through an interpreter, 
said that she had called the priest 
in when she saw him pass in the alley 
on his way to church. She made twe 
statements ag to her reason for call- 
ing him. One was that she wished to 
consult him about church matters, 
and the other that there were two 
women in her rooms and she wanted 
him to put them out. 
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ing in the doorway with a re-viver in 
his hand, and that he tmniediately be- 
gan firing at the priest. 

Father Casu ran downstairs, closely 
followed by the woman, who xccompa- 
nied him to the church, where slice left 
him and returned to her home. 


Priest’s Recovery Expected. 
The priest is expected to recover from 


his injuries. The wound on his head ap- 
pears to have been from a blow of the 
revolver.

The Labor Market. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

While so much is being said and written ¢ bout 
assisting the cotton grower to market his cotton, 
please allow a few words regarding the laborer 
and his want of a market for his labor. For 
three weeks I have walked the streets of this city 
in search of someone to buy my labor power—the 
only commodity T have to sell, and which I must 
sell if I live honestly and preserve my self-re- 
spect and the respect of society. The search was 
a vain one, though I insisted that I be given a 
try out, and that wages were not to be taken 
into consideration. I was not content with “noth- 
ing doing’ from the foreman, I sometimes ine 
quired for the manager or proprietor; and in most 
cases they were very sympathetic and seemed to 
Wave a desire to give me a chance, but were not 
in a charitable business and could not buy some- 
thing they did not need. 

What can one do? 

To beg is to murder your self-respect. To bor- 
row or go in debt with no prospect to repay is to 
assassinate the respect others have-for you. To 
stcal is to add disgrace, crush al) future hope, bid 
go0od-by to everything that makes life worth liv- 
ing; and hug despair to your bosom. 

It seems that under these conditions it takes 
more courage to live than it does to face a foe in 
hattle, and that the real heroes are those who 
face a world governed by greed and yet are 
heroic enough to try to preserve their self-respect 
‘and the respect of others.

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PUT THE BRIDGE TO WORK. 

Let us separate the issue of bridge completion 
from the issue of the loop franchise repeal. 

The issue of bridge completion is before the 
voters of St. Louis for decision. 

The issue of repealing the loop franchise is be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly for action. 

The bridge must be completed whether or not 
the loop franchise is repealed. The péople of St. 
Louis have authorized the construction of the 
bridge. They have invested $3,500,000 in the 
structure. The bridge will serve other purposes 
than that for which the loop franchise was in- 
tended. It will be used as a railroad bridge to 
give entrance into St. Louis for all railroad lines 
desiring to enter. It will not only abolish the 
bridge arbitrary, if the Supreme Court does not, 
but it will be a permanent safeguard against mo- 
nopoly charges and practices. The bridge should 
be put to work. 

If the bankruptcy of the Southern Illinois 
Traction Co. shall prevent it from constructing 
and operating the loop the franchise will be for- 
feited. If the loop shall be built it will be open 
under municipal regulation to all lines using the 
bridge. It blocks no use of the bridge. 

The ‘issue. of repeal is not necessarily disposed 
of by the action of the present Municipal Assem- 
bly. If the present Municipal Assembly fails to 
repeal the franchise and a majority of the people 
persist in wanting its repeal, the voters can elect 
a Board of Aldermen that will repeal it. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the present 
Municipal Assembly should repeal the loop fran- 
chise before the bridge bond election. The peo- 
ple want it repealed and the sentiment in favor 
of repeal makes the existence of the franchise a 
menace to the success of the bridge-completion 
campaign. The administration is pledged to re- 
peal it. 

We urge repeal as a matter of wise public pol- 
icy, but we do not think the action of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly on the franchise should in- 
fiuence voters. The people of St. Louis should 
rid their minds of all issues 
which confuse and obscure the big main issue— 
the completion of the bridge. Every thing neces-

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SYMPHONY’S DAYS OF GRACE.

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A CULINARY CASUS BELLI. 

It is some days since the declaration was made 
(and we have purposely withheld comment until 
the world should cool off a bit) that the dis- 
charge of Sir Edward Goschen’s cook was inti- 
mately related to the cause of war. Sir Edward, 
as some of you may recall, is the English Am- 
bassador to Germany, and the cook, who has now 
become a great international and historic per- 
sonage, is described in state papers as “a female 
German cook.” 

We are inclined, on due reflection, to place 
credence in this theory of the cause of war be- 
cause it squares with so much human experience. 
How often has the discharge of any cook, even 
a female Irish cook, amounted ipso facto to casus 
belli. We have witnessed the attempted firing 
of the cook precipitate instant hostilities that 
made the reduction of Namur or bombardment of 
Rheims seem quiet and deliberate by comparison. 
* * * But it is sometimes even harder to get 
her to stay. 

Man's natural disposition to blame everything 

on the cook, and the presumption that she is 
solely responsible, are strongly supported by re- 
cent international events; and we are confident 
that history will finally settle upon this con- 
venient explanation of an otherwise mooted and 
mystifying muddle. 
When you come to think of the incongruity of 
a German cook preparing an English breakfast— 
the bare thought superinduces indigestion and 
bad temper. Sir Edward Goshen must have been 
a more pacific influence in diplomacy under more 
normal culinary conditions, and the world might 
have wagged on vastly differently had there been 
no clash between English mustard and home cook- 
ing of the German style. 
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HOSPITALITY TO AN ENTIRE NATION. 
When before has hospitality ever been extended 
on as splendid a scale as the hospitality now sh 
ing extended to the people of Belgium? 
Even those who are familiar with the destryc- | 
tion caused in extensive areas by our own war 
can form little conception of what has been hap- 
pening in Belgium. Of all the congested countries 
of Europe, it is the most densely populated. In 
territory in which, as has been said, the people 
hardly have standing room, war, no matter how 
humanely conducted, cannot be carried on with- 
out vast inconvenience to the population and a 
vast dislocation of the adjustments on which a 
livelihood depends. Appalling percentages of 
Belgian families have been deprived of their 
homes, of their breadwinners, of their earning 
power. Except for a narrow su) to the Bast 
and an out-of-the-way place here and there else- 
where, the whole country is war-swept. 

But if the misfortune is of shocking extent, 


?, philanthropy is undismayed in devising relief 
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whose miseries drive them across the Northern 
border are made welcome in Holland. Great 
numbers are being cared for there by relatives 
and friends. Great numbers more are being cared 
for at public expense. In England 100,000 pri- 
vate homes have been opened to distressed Bel- 
gians. Large colonies of them are quartered in 
public buildings and refuge camps. It almost 
amounts to an act of hospitaiity to an entire 
nation. 

So much international neighborliness at a time 
of so much international hatefulness is refresh- 
ing. With humanity showing so many of its re- 
pulsive qualities, this reminder that it has not 
lost all of its gracious qualities and kindly sym- 
pathies was needed. 
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SCRAP-OF-PAPER DIPLOMACY. 

A boundary dispute between the Republic of 
Panama and Costa Rica having been submitted 
to the arbitration of Chief Justice White of the 
United States, a decision favorable to Costa Rica 
was returned on the equities of the case. Pan- 
ama now rejects the award. While she urges that 
direct negotiations shall be opened with Costa 
Rica, whose original contention has been fortified 
by the decision, her Legislature is in secret ses- 
sion elaborating some sort of a plan for enforcing 
claims to the disputed territory. 

Should Panama be inclined to maintain her po- 
sition by force, it would, of course, be our duty 
tc admonish her on the morality of her course. 
Supposing this-newest member of the family of 
independent nations should reply that arbitration 
awards and agreements to abide by them are also 
only scraps of paper. What rejoinder could we 
make to justifiable reliance on a precedent set by 


ples of an older civilization? 

Supposing, having regard to her own early his- 
tory and framing a diplomatic message in the 
terms of one who always professes to be actuated 
by the most exalted of motives, she should occupy 
the strip Costa Rica says is her own and then 
flash these words to us over the new canal wire- 
less station: ‘I took it.”

WHY NOT STAMPS? 

Is there anyone in Washington who can ex- 
plain the reluctance of Democrats, confronted by 
the necessity of raising revenue by new taxes, to 
adopt stamps upon bank checks and other coni- 
mercial paper? : 

Taxation by Democrats, like taxation by Re- 
publicans, affords opportunities to reward friends 
and to punish enemies; to promote fads and to 
exploit economic ideas more or less crazy. But 
why, in view of past experience, the records ot 
which are open to all, is there no man in Con- 
gress of either party willing to resort to stamps? 

The usual war tax in this country is a stamr. 
Everybody recognizes it as such. We are to be 
taxed for war as truly as though our army and 
navy were already engaged. 

In 1898, when the war with Spain was in prog- 
ress, we imposed stamp taxes that yielded in one 
year almost $44,000,000. The present Congress 
is fiddling around on fantastic schemes of taxa- 
tion which may produce a milion or sO a year 
and which will anger everybody who has any- 


thing to do with them. 


Stamp taxes are direct and economical, and 
they are not unpopular. They do not disturb 
business. They do not as a rule affect prices. 
They begin to pay at once. They cannot be 
taken advantage of by speculators. They cease on 
the day that they are repealed. Why is it that 
a tax so just and so genuinely democratic, so little 
of which sticks to anybody’s fingers, is not even 
considered by a Democratic Congress?

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WHY REFORMS ARE SLOW, 
From the Minneapolis Journal. 

Benjamin Franklin is credited with 
first suggesting the illumination of the 
streets of cities. No one then 
thought it might be a city’s duty to 
supply light in the streets at night. If 
the moon shone, all well and good; if 
not, wayfarers must get along. Hence 
citizens carried torches and protected 
themselves from attack as best they 
could. 

As time went on the idea spread and 
gathered force that a city ought to light 
its streets. This met with vigorous re- 
sistance. The laissez-faire element pro- 
tested against change. A leading news- 
paper opposed the innovation with the 
following argument: 

1, Artificial illumination is an attempt 
to interfere with the divine plan, which 
has preordained darkness during night 
time. 

2. Those people who do not want light 
ought not to be compelled to pay for it. 

3. The emanations of illuminating gas 
are injurious. Moreover, illuminated 
streets would induce people to remain 
later out of doors, leading to an increase 
of ailments caused by colds. 

4. The fear of darkness would. vanish 
and drunkenness and depravity increase. 

56. Horses would get frightened and 
thieves emboldened. 

6. Constant {fllumination of streets by 
night would rob festive illuminations of 
their charms.

Celebration at Consecration 
When High Altar Is Installed, 
Possibly 2 Years Hence. 


No special ceremony will mark the 
opening, Sunday, Oct. 18, of the new St. 
Louiss Cathedral, ranked among the 
largest and most impressive church edi- 
fices of the new world, it is announced 
by Archbishop Glennon. 

The occasion for a befitting célebra- 
tion. will be the consecration of the 
cathedral when the high altar donated 
by W. C. McBride is installed, possibly 
two years hence. The crucifix group of 
the altar is now being carved in Italy. 
and possible Italian participation in the 
European war might mean delay for an 
indefinite period. 

Catholics of the diocense who held a 
great parade at the laying of the cor- 
nerstone several years ago, were ex- 
pecting some similar demonstration at 
the opening services. The only features 
of the opening that will be at all out of 
the ordinary, Archbishop Glennon told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, will be a re- 
cital by himself of the history of the 
old and new cathedrals, and possibly 
a pontifical high mass, instead of the 
customary mass that has been sched- 
uled for 10:30 a. m. 


No Notables to Be Invited. 

“We desire to go through witlr the 
opening services just as if nothing out 
of the ordinary had occurred,” said 
Archbishop Glennon, ‘‘and there will oe 
no invitations to notables residing else- 
where to attend. The cathedral will be 
blessed, of course, at the opening, but 
it will not be consecrated until the high 
altar is installed, and we cannot say 
how long that will be, probably not un- 
til tht war is over.’’ 

The cathedral, which has been under 
construction six years, is only half 
completed, speaking from a financial 
standpoint. About $1,500,000 has been 
spent, and as much more will be devot- 
ed to the interior before present plans 
are entirely fulfilled, according to 
George D. Barnett Sr., the architect. 

Temporary Organs to Be Used. 

The high altar, for which McBride do- 
nated $100,000, is the most important 
feature of the interior plans yet to be 
completed. A crucifix group designed 
by Barnett, whose model was success- 
ful in an international competition, is 
being carved in Italy under the direc- 
tion of a New York firm. 

Temporary altars and organs will be 
utilized at the opening of the cathedral 
and for many months to come. Mosaics 
and other embellishments will be in- 
stalled from time to time without inter- 
rupting the services. 


WOUNDED MEN CONTENT 
TO BE LEFT ON FIELD 


“Tis the Grand Fight We Had, 
Anyhow,” Says Irishman as 


Comrades Depart. 

LONDON, Oct. 8—A wounded Brit- 
ish soldier tells the following story of 
the bravery of two British troopers: 

“There was a young chap of the Irish 
Rifles. He was kneeling beside a 
wounded man of the Gloucesters, I 
think, keeping off the Germans, who 
were cirvling round like carrion birds. 
He had been hit himself, but was game- 
ly firing at the enemy as fast as his 
woundeG arm would permit. 

‘‘We went to his assistance, but they 
were both worn out when we reached 
them, and, greatly to our regret, we 
had to leave them to be picked up by 
the Red Cross people. That was hard, 
but if you tried to pick up every wound- 
ed man you saw you wouldn't be much 
use as a fighter, and, as we were un- 
der urgent orders to take up a position 
from which to cover the retreat, we had 
no time for sentiment. 

“They knew that, and they weren’t 
the men to ask us to risk the safety of 
the army for them. ‘Never mind,’ the 
rifleman said, with a faint smile, ‘the 
sisters will pick us up when it’s all 
over; but if they don’t, sure, then, 
we've only got once to die, and it’s the 
grand fight we had, anyhow.’ ”

Former Huerta Officer Tells 
Story That Scott Burwell Was 
Executed as Spy. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 8.—Scott Bur- 
well, nephew of Secretary Daniels, was 
executed by Mexicans as a spy, accord- 
ing to Gen. Emilio Quirol y Gomez, a 
former officer in Huerta’s army, who 
is in this city. He states that Gen. 
Perez Castro ordered the execution. 

The execution occurred last April, just 
following the American landing at Vera 
Cruz. According to Gomez, Burwell, 
with a Mexican companion, was cap- 
tured near Ozulama, 4 miles south of 
Tampico, on April 2. He had $3500 
Mexican money on his person, with 
which to purchase mules for a Panuco 
construction company. The charge im- 
mediately was made that the mules 
were for the American Government, 
and a drumhead courtmartial was or- 
dered. 

Tortures were resorted to in an ef- 
fort to force a confession, it is al- 
leged. The statement by Gomez is the 
first that has come from any former 
Huerta officers in explanation of the 
affair, despite the inquiry attempted 
by the United States Government.

BANK OF ENGLAND 
AGAIN INCREASES 
TS GOLD HOLDINGS 


Weekly Statement Shows High-|" 
est Reserve in Institution’s 
History. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatc®. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 8—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, Says: 

“Further advance in foreign exchange 
rates today, reflected the maturing of 
a considerable block of American in- 
debtedness at London. Perhaps the 
course of rates was chiefly interesting 
as a proof that the ‘gold- -fund com- 
mittee’’ is endeavoring to follow the 
sterling market rather than to control 
and lead it. 

“As it happened, this rise 
exchange was coincident with reports, 
considerably more definite than here- 
tofore, of the placing of foreign orders 
with our producers. This was indl- 
cated in the wheat market of the day, 
but there were also signs of foreign 
demand in other industries. 

“This demand may possibly, for the 
present, have chiefly to do with provi- 
sion for the armies, for which enormous 
requisitions must be impending, with 
such forces in the field and with win- 
ter now approaching. But we are rea- 
sonably certain to see large inquiry for 
other than purely military purposes, as 
the season goes on. 

Bank Gains Gold. 

‘The Bank of England, whose week- 
iat statements are still in some ways 
landmarks to the European situation 
of the moment, today showed a gain 
of $19,200,000 gold during the week. It 
may be surmised that this increase 
mostly reflects New /York’s_ remit- 
tances to Ottawa. With this large in- 
crease, the banks gold holdings make 
some remarkable comparisons. They 
are not only $144,500,000 above the low 
level of Aug. 7, at the end of the ‘‘war 
panic week,’ but they are $104,000,000 
ahead of this week a year ago, and 
Lire. | exceed by $37,000,000 the maximum 

June 25, 1896, which was never paral- 
teled in the history of the bank until 
last week. 

“The bank’s 
liabilities, which 


in foreign 


reserve against deposit 
increases about the 
same as its gold holdings, is now $162,- 
000,000 above the abnormally low fig- 
ure touched in the August run upon it, 
and is $77,000,000 above 1913. But the 
present ratio of reserve to liabilities, 
24% per cent, though the highest gem 
the war began (it compares with ill 
Aug. 7) is still far below the 52 five 
cent of a year ago. This results, as ev- 
eryone understands, from the huge re- 
discounting of nonnegotiable foreign 
bills of other bankers, under the guar- 
antee of the British Government. 
‘Loans of the bank are $242,500,000 
above Aug. 8 and although there has 
been a reduction of $40, since Sept. 
2, the burden still hugely expands the 
liabilities of the bank. But since its 
accumulation of gold is now proceeding 
at an extraordinary rate, without any 
equivalent expansion in loans, it is be- 
coming an interesting question what the 
upshot is to be.

bank’s reserve at Ottawa, for shipment 
to New York. If that were to come 
about, through the Bank of England’s 
influence on the legitimate course of 
international exchange, its effect on our 
own financé would be almost salutary. 
Exchange Market Active. 

‘A sharp rise in sterling exchange 
today reflected the efforts of various 
banking interests to remit for maturing 
-day loans ee out here last July. 
The volume of these obligations is ex- 
ceptionally heavy, owing to the fact 
that the European lenders three mo&ths 
ago were willing to negotiate such 
transactions at terms which compared 
stad with interest rates obtaining 
1ere. 

“There was also an incentive for the 
borrowers to take such loans for the 
reason that they expected to remit at 
this time with exchange bought very 
much below the quotations now pre- 
vailing. A good many of these loans 
have been paid off, but there are still 
heavy maturities to remit for, so that 
the demand for this quarter is likely 
to continue an important factor in the 
exchange market throughout the 
month. 

“Sight exchange on London ruled ic in 
the pound sterling higher than yester- 
day, at 4.97, while cable remittances were 
also ic above, at 4.98. Some business 
was done at rates \c higher than these 
quotations, but the lower basis pre- 
vailed for most of the transactions, al- 
though in -cases where buyers asked 
for very large amounts it das difficult 
for them to get the bills at higher 
rates, 

“The Gold Fund Committee had a 

great many applications, but its trading 
was rigidly restricted to mercantile op- 
erations, and such other business as 
came within the classification laid down 
by the committee. 
“The committee has sold a good deal 
of exchange, but it has gone largely to 
mereantile interests here and elsewhere. 
The transactions have been well han- 
dled, with the idea of rendering the 
greatest service to the arket. 

“The banks ship a $4,500,000 gold to- 
day to Canada, brin ng the total ship- 
ments ot Ottawa ee ar up to about 
$17,000,000, 

“Today's export was largely in con- 
nection ‘with the New York City loan 
operations, and the chances were that 
further shipments would persently be 
made by the local gold-fund committee. 

“The committee has not succeeded 
yet, however, in getting the entire 
$100,000,000 asked for, although only a 
small balance remains unsubscribe 

“The banks of various cities were 
busy y F collecting the first install- 
ment of 000,000 asked for by the com- 
mittee, and later on this sum will be 
remitted through the subtreasuries to 
the committee [In this city. The co 
mittee has therefore much of its wor 
before it, and ft fs possible that ft will 
enlarge the scope of its business later 
on,”’
